Dublin, May 20.—Contingents of British cavalry and infantry 
are arriving in Ireland, but the total number of troops now there 
is still considerably below that of a year ago. Many men on duty 
had enlisted for the duration of the war and have since been dis¬ 
charged. Troops hitherto have been used merely as additional 
police officers and have not been numerous enough to cope with 
disturbances. In fighting which has occurred at police barracks 
the attackers have generally been ten times more numerous than 
the defenderiFWd, as they also have been well armed, the contests 
have been unequal. Soldiers, therefore, have been called ip to 
establish a balance. In many places they are doing ordinary police 
work, which is a form of duty in which police are exposed to great

per cent, for wheat, 60 per cent, for 
oats and 49 per cent, for barley. In 
Manitoba and Alberta wet and cold 
weather and In Saskatchewan snow¬ 
falls and frosty nights have pre¬ 
vailed; so that In the Prairie Provin¬ 
ces very little seeding of wheat had 
been accomplished In April and prac¬ 
tically none of oats and barley. Such 
a state of backwardness Is rare In 
Provinces, as usually

them, the trade of that section would 
be theirs anyway. 

Posts were opened from the Mac¬ 
kenzie River basin west to the Yukon, 
and to the Stlklne, besides at Port 
Simpson and Queen Charlotte Is¬ 
lands to the south on the coast. 

The Queen Charlotte Islands con¬ 
trolled the canoe timber of the North 
Pacific Coast, and as in those days 
I canoes were the great necessity of all! 
Indians. It was argued that this curd 
was a trump one. 

From this, it can be seen that the 
Taku section was the only one over 
which interior furs could reach the 
coast without being intercepted by 
the Hudson’s Bay Company, while 
the marked favor In which the In¬ 
dians regarded the Company and the 
control of the canoe source, was de¬ 
pended on to Insure their getting the 
Coast trade. 

Besides Insuring the fur trade these 
arrangements completely held this 
country, excepting that long, narrow 
pan-handle of Alaska, for the British, 


American boundary to Lake or tne 
Woods, and following tne height of 
land down through the Labrador 
peninsula to the sea. A charter with 
such sweeping powers, given to any 
less honorable company of men. 
would have given to Canada and 
England Insurmountable troubles. 
The company's policy was one of Just 
dealings to all over whom they had 
authority. 

Remember that the French were 
alive to the value of the country 
and were exerting every effort to get 
It. Between 1670 and 1680 the Com¬ 
pany's forts and ships had been taken 
by the French no less than three 
times, and later when peace terms 
were being arranged, it took all the 
Influence the Company had to keep 
‘ their possessions from being ceded | 
to France. 

The charter provided that the 
Northwest passage was to be dis¬ 
covered and that colonization be 
effected. 

First 8«U ef Furs 

The first sale of furs was held in 
London in November. 1671, and con¬ 
sisted wholly of beaver. It would 
appear that at that time there was

In 1843 he came here to eatabllai 
Victoria, which was developed under 
Finlayson. He moved to Fort Vic¬ 
toria In 1849. and became second Gov¬ 
ernor of Vancouver Island in 1851. 
He held that post through the troubl¬ 
ous times of the early colony, includ¬ 
ing- the gold rush, and the Influx of 
population Incidental thereto. In I 
1858 he organized the colonial gov¬ 
ernment at New Westminster, and for 
a time also held the Governorship of 
British Columbia. In 1864 he was 
knighted, und retired soon afterwards. 


* Sir James Douglas, whose aggres¬ 
sive leadership in the affairs of Van¬ 
couver Island has placed him in the 
front rank of her founders, though 
the actual early days of the fort were 
watched over by Roderick Finlayson, 
was born at Demerara, August 15. 
1803. He was educated In Scotland, 
and he entered the service of the 
Hudson's Bay Company when the 
amalgamation took place in 1821. 
having been for two years previously 
with the Northwest Company.

George Simpson, while still a 
youth, removed to London, where he 
was engaged In commercial pursuits 
for nearly eleven years. The ability. 
Rhrewdness and energy of young [ 
Simpson had marked him out for a 
wide sphere of labor. In 1819, when 
the rival companies were still bat¬ 
tling furiously, Mr. Simpson was In¬ 
vited to cast In his lot with the Hud¬ 
son's Bay Company. Early In 1820. 
therefore, he sailed from England for 
Montreal by way of New York, and 
in May he was on the road from the 
Canadian city to the Northwest. Dur¬ 
ing the winter of that year he was 
stationed at Athabasca, where ha 
endured many handshlps nnd priva¬ 
tions. although he managed to carry 
on the rivalry in the fur tjade with 
evident tack and enerfy. \Nhen 
peace was concluded by amalgama¬ 
tion. Simpson's tdlent had Indicated 
him as the best man to preside over 
the operations pf the united com¬ 
pany. After serving a short time as

Among the expeditions which 
made across the Rocky mouijtalni 
the early days, that of Sir George In 
1828, is worthy of special mention.

He paid a 
visit to British Columbia In con¬ 
nection with hie memorable Journey 
round the world, In 1841-1842. He 
left England on March 3, 1841, and 
landing at Boston, made his way to 
Montreal. His outfit was completed 
at Luchine. the headquarters of the 
Huron's Bay Company in Canada 
Th«Y expedition started from that 
village on May 4. on the 16th of the 
month the party arrived at Sault 
Bte. Marie. After some detention by 
the ice on Lake Superior. 8lr George 
reached Thunder Bay, and ascended 
by the Kamlnlatiqua river to the 
height of land. He traversed the 
chair of lakes and rivers to the Lake 
of the Woods, and arrived at Fort 
Alexander, nety: the mouth of the 
River Winnipeg, on June 8.

In the year 1609 an expedition com¬ 
manded by Hudson, set sail from 
England's shores. He arrived In the 
great bay now known as Hudson's 
Bay and after numerous difficulties 
with his crew, they mutined early In 
the following Spring, and sent Hud¬ 
son adrift In one of his own lifeboats 
with eight of his sympathizers, lie 
was never heard of after, still his 
name will live for all time as one of 
the great explorers of the post. 

The history of the development of 
Alaska would have been different 
there Is no doubt had Behring, a 
Dane, been British or had he operated 
under the patronage of the British. 

In 1742 the return of a fragment of 
Behring's party to the Russian coast, 
dressed In clothes made from sea 
otter skins, decided some adventurous 
spirits that they would undertake a 
trading trip to the New World. 
Several expeditions were fitted out 
and proving successful it was de¬ 
cided to form a company and take 
formal possession in the* name of 
the Czar of Ruasia. 

Russian American Co. 

The Russian American Company 
was formed tot this purpose. Op- I 
eratfons were conducted principally 
among the Aleutian Islands, which 
consisted of eleven hundred, and Jut¬ 
ted out Into the ocean eighteen hun¬ 
dred miles. The base of operations 
was finally located at Sitka, with sta¬ 
tions spread from Wrangell, west to 
the end of the Aleutian group. 

The collection of sea otter at Sitka, 


with a crew of French Canadians 
thirty-eight days, working eighteen 
hours each day, always with con¬ 
stant hilarity of spirits. The dis¬ 
tance travelled could not have been 
less than twenty-five hundred miles, 
which would mean an average of 
slxty-slx miles each day.

In 1868 busi¬ 
ness became very dull and the 
Beaver was laid up at Victoria, 
where she partially filled with water 
and was beached. She wga repaired 
and placed In commission In 1888.

The Beaver was launched May 2, 
1836, and christened by Mrs. John 
lAbouchere. who was accompanied 
by Hon. Henry Labouchere, the well 
known parliamentarian, her brother- 
in-law. Her length was 101% feet, 
and breadth, inside the paddle- 
boxes. 20 feet. The outside breadth 
was 33 feet and the depth was 11% 
feet She registered 109 tons. 

Built In London by Green Wigram 
& Green, she was constructed of 
oak, elm, greenheart and teak; was 
copper fastened and copper sheathed. 
Her machinery weighed 63 tons and 
cost 122.000. Her 70-horsepower 
engines gave her a speed of 9% knots, 
i She left the Thames on August 29, 
11886. and came out round the Horn 
I under canvas. The engines were

There are but few furs in these 
warehouses that milady would re¬ 
cognize in their raw state, principal¬ 
ly because most of them are inside 
out. 

Raw furs are only a pretty sight 
to the raw fur man or trader. Prac¬ 
tically all are handled just as they 
are drawn off the animal, only being 
stretched on a board and dried. 

In the northern part of our Pro¬ 
vince where a large proportion of the 
finest and best furs come from, the 
pelt is soft and thin, without much 
odor being apparent. 

Fur “Faking.” 

When milady wears a soft and 
costly Hudson coat, she perhaps does 
not even dream that It is made from 
the common ordinary muskrat, which 
has been plucked, dyed and in some 


beaver, after being skinned, is laced 
into a round hoop, when it is left un¬ 
til dry. There is a stiff growth of 
hair on both beaver and otter, that 
has to *be removed by the manu¬ 
facturers, leaving only the soft 
velvety underfur, as we buy it from 
the furrier. 

About as unprepossessing a fur as 
there la in the raw state Is skunk. 
The fastidious lady who wears a col¬ 
lar and flounce of fur on her coat 
would not much fancy that fur If 
she saw it before the dresser got in

the hide to the fur, so that the leather 
is thin and papery, while on the other 
hand when the fur is shed, the leather 
is at least four times as thick as the 
prime leather, and cannot be used for 
furriers’ purposes on account of its 
weight, unless after being shaved 
down, and as the top hair of all 
unimals is rooted on the Inside of the 
hide, this shaving process cuts the 
roots snd causes the hair to fall out. 
leaving only the fur, which is rooted 
on the outside of the hide. Fur Seal 
are unhaired in this way also with 
razor-edged knives. 

From the reference to season and to 
differences In color, one can readily 
understand why a fox or any other 
land fur may be worth from |10 to 
$1,000, depending first on the sea¬ 
son, and second on the color. The 
reason why the writes places color 
in second place is because the Ayers’ 
art has been so perfected that if 
color is lacking, it can soon*be pro¬ 
cured, but if quality is lacking, no¬ 
thing can produce it.

Persian Lamb. 

Do the women who wear Persian 
Lamb know that they contribute di¬ 
rectly to the income of the Shah of 
Persia. All the Persian fur sheep are 
royal property. The Prime Minister 
of Persia deems the sale of these 
skins of such importance that he 
visits the sale himself and receives 
the proceeds. 

Previous to the late war there were 
three centres at which important fur 
sales were held. London was the real 
^tearing house, as much of the furs 
sold at Leipzig first passed through 
London. Nijnl-Novgorod Fair was 
established solely for the purpose of 
holding one big annual sale of wool, 
furs, linen, Jewels, gold, wrought 
iron, brass, loco and exquisite handi¬ 
work of all kinds. So broad and Uni¬ 
versal was their worth that furs were 
the staple currency. The sale lasted 
from July to September, or until all 
the waterways tributary to the 
mighty Volga River were frozen, 
when the town was closed up for the 
Winter.

“There is at preseut great specula¬ 
tion caused by the discovery of gold 
in various parts of this district, and 
in every place that Is examined the 
color at least is found.

Bay. Hudson’s Bay and south to the 
Assiniboine River, when the North¬ 
west Company made their appear¬ 
ance and disputed the Hudson's Bay 
Company’s sole right to trade. 

The goods belonging to the North¬ 
west Company were landed from 
England at Montreal, their business 
being developed from that point, so 
that by the time they had pushed 
their organization up the St Law¬ 
rence and through the Great Lakqs 
to Laxe Winnipeg, the Hudson’s Bay 
Company had also reached that 
quarter. 

For forty years the rivalry went on, 
■until 6oth had almost exhausted 
their strength, and in order to live 
had to join hands by amalgamation 
In 1821, largely due to the efforts of 
Edward Ellice. 

By this time the Immense Mac¬ 
kenzie basin, and even the Peace 
River, upper Fraser River and Co¬ 
lumbia River were organized, but 
nothing In British Columbia north of 
this line had been developed. 

Fort Langlsy 

The move to develop the North 
Pacific coast was the building of a 
Fort at Langley, on the Fraser River, 
in 1827. 

Finding the small ships available 
«t that time not suitable for develop¬ 
ing the coast business, the next move 
•was to build a steamer, that was 
conceded by all to be a marvel of 
efficiency, as she was the first 
steamer to operate on the Pacific 
Ocean. 

The "Beaver” proved most suitable 
for her work between the years 1835 
and 1870, at which time developments 
were such that she became too small 
and was chartered to the Imperial 


THE BOARD OF MANAGEMENT. 

For a number of years after the re¬ 
tirement of Sir James Douglas from 
the service of the Hudson’s Bay Com¬ 
pany in 1859, the business in the 
western department was conducted 
by a board of ipanagement, consisting 
of two or three chief officers of the 
Company residing in the country.

Fort Victoria, 1854 

Up to this time, travel from the 
east side of the Rocky Mountains was 
diverted from Fort Alexander on the 
Fraser River, overland to Kamloops, 
then through the Kootenay a to the 
Columbia, and on down to Vancouver, 
Washington. 

An all-Canadian route was de¬ 
sirable, because trouble was develop¬ 
ing with the American customs, and 
a direct route to -Victoria was a 
necessity, otherwise the object of es¬ 
tablishing Victoria would be defeated. 

It was not long until a feasible 
route was opened with Langley as Its 
coast base, and Fort Alexander as 
the interior base. It was from this 
route that the great Cariboo gold dis¬ 
coveries were made, although ,the 
first gold discovered was really at 
Colville, and then on down the 
Thompson to its outlet at the Fraser. 

Cariboo Wagon Road 

When the great Cariboo waggon 
road was built, Hope became the 
Pacific terminus, as it was the head 
of water transportation. > From Hope 
to Victoria many steamers were s em- 
ployed taking care of that Immense 
businss created by the mines.

Ottawa, May 20.—R. W. Breadner, 
Canadian Commissioner of Taxation, 
was probably the busiest man in 
Canada yesterday. From early mom- 
iffg till late last night hundreds of 
people visited his office inquiring 
how certain of the taxes would work 
out. 

Mr. Breadner made several import¬ 
ant rulings. For one thing, he pointed 
out that delivery constituted the con¬ 
summation of a bargain. That is. If a 
man ordered a $50 suit of clothes a 
couple of weeks ago. and if the suit j 
was only delivered yesterday morn¬ 
ing. the *buycr would be responsible 
for the entire tax on the same. This 
also, of course applied to every other 
taxable article. 

Moreover. Mr. Breadner stated 
that the one per cent tax which 
wholesalers must ad to their invoices, 
must be paid by the retailer to whom 
the goods are sold, and not be ab¬ 
sorbed by the wholesaler. That is, 
every wholesaler must show on his 
Invoice and also, collect the full priG© 
of his goods and also the one per cent 
tax. 


Anything within four walls and 
a roof is good enough to rent.
